We suggest that this organization, 
together with all other similar organi- 
zavions in the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation, endeavor at once to arrange 
for our representatives to meet the 
proper railroad officials with a view 
of adjusting all these matters. We 
belleve the matter is of too much im- 
portance to railroad companies not to 
receive their earnest and prompt at- 
tention. We also believe that a spirit 
of co-operation between these organi- 
zations and the railroad companies 
could be better established in such a 
meeting.

TRIP OF BALLOON 


Exhaust Pipe on Wellman’s 


‘¢Ameriea’’ Belehes Liv- 


ing Coals.

That there was real tragedy 
of the 


recent thousand-mile voyage 
airship America is forcefully revealed 
in Walter Wellman’'s account of that 
sensational trip over the Atlantic ocean 
the January Hampton's Magazine. 
This is Mr. Wellman’s account of the 
first night out: 

“A fresh breeze sprang 
south-southwest. It was blowing us 
toward the New England coast. Aware 
of our danger, Simon and I called tor 
more energetic motor service, and 
Vaniman responded nobly. At 7 o'clock 
Saturday night he set the Lorraine- 
Dietrich motor running at about three- 
quarters normal speed and kept it go- 
ing hour after hour. Simon threw the 
helm as far as it would go, tied it 
there. and tifus the battle continued 
throughout the night, the ship fighting 
for easting to keep off the land. 

“and such a night as it was! Soon 
the exhaust pipe was heated red hot 
and began to beleh,sparks—not an oc- 
easional flash of fire, but thick show- 
ers fiving aft along the varnished col- 
tOn inclosure of the steel car, up 
against the under part of the balloon 
itself, against the canvas rudder, and 
the ship's colors floating above the 
helm. Nor were these mere evanes- 
cent flashes of filmy flame, but great 
constellations of living coals, many of 
them glowing ‘or a few seconds after 
they had falle nto the sea. It seemed 
to m@ only a question of time when one 
of these fiery masses would set fire to 

eanvas and bring our little world 
an end. 
“Ror some minutes, half scared, half 
fascinated, I watched these aerial filre- 
works, trying to figure out the per- 
centage of chances in one hundred we 
had to escape being blown to kingdom 
come by that combination of 345,000 
cubic feet of hydrogen, tons of. volatile 
gasoline, half an acre of cotton, and 
the whole deluged with almost con- 
stant eruptions of flying fireballs. 

“T always was somewhat mathe- 
matical. But before I could determine 
whether we had ten chances or only 
five in a hundred of escaping an ex- 

on, m nerves gave way.

As was said recently, “most of us 
no more appreciate what it means to 
have these possessions than the peo- 
ple of Europe, before 1492, appreciated 
what it meant to have the i earth. 
There was a whole hemisphere of in- 
calculable wealth and opportunity 
about which they knew nothing. And 
in the school plant, there is a whole 
hemisphere of value unrealized, undis- 
covered by those who think of it as 
simply a building for the education of 
children, with the added use of an oc- 
casiona]l evening school.” 

The school building should be the 
capital of the neighborhood, the focal 
point of educational, recreational, po- 
litical and social life. Its importance 
as a place for the development of in- 
telligent public spirit through the free 
discussion of public questions is fun- 
damental for “those who are opening 
our school houses for the largest pub- 
lic service are simply carrying on the 
traditions of freedom.” The primitive] 
gatherings of free men_ in ancient 
Greece and Rome and Palestine, the 
folk moot of northern Europe, the 
New. England town meeting, which 
often took place in the little red 
school house, are the precursors of 
the larger use of the school house, 
which, instead of being a novelty, is 
“the twentieth century revival and ex- 
pression of the democratic spirit 
which has been vital at intervals, for 
more than two thousand years. 

Back in the eighties it was cus- 
tomary to turn the schoolhouse over to 
the janitor at 4 o’clock for swee ing. 
An hour later he locked the doors 
and the building was not used by any- 
body during the rest of the day. When 
he got through on Friday afternoon 
the school premises were closed until 
the following Monday morning. On 
Saturday and Sunday the school 
grounds were shunned 4s forbidden 
territory. During the tong summer 
months no one entered them, except 
possibly the workmen who went there 
to make repairs. The whole school 
property was used from 8 to 4 o'clock 
auring 180 days out of the year—about 
$9 per cent of the total usable period. 
But within a couple of decades a vast 
movement has been Started for a wider 
use of the school plant; many com- 
munities. are now receiving much 
larger dividends upon their school in- 
vestments. 

Many activities are now carried on 
in schoolhouses after day hours, Eve- 
ning and vacation schools, play- 
grounds in schoo] yards during July 
ang August, evening recreation and 
social centers during the winter 
months, free lectures, entertainments, 
indoor sports, folk dances, civic and 
educational meetings in school as- 
sembly rooms and gymnasiums—these 
are the chief ways in which the tax- 
payers are now getting more service 
from school property. 

Evening schools are now maintained 
in over a thirg of the cities having 
more than 8,000 inhabitants. In 1908-9 
the enrollment in the night classes in- 
creased nearly 6 per cent over that 
of the previous year-—-tenfold the per 
cent of increase in the day schoo] en- 
rollment during the same period. The 
growth of after-school activities is 
more noticeable, nowever, in the cities 
of 80,000 and over. Practically al] of 
these support night schools, two-thirds 
of them have schoolhouse lectures and 
entertainments, one-half have summer 
playgrounds and one-third holq vaca- 
tion schools. In New York, Chicago, 
Rochester, Newark and Milwaukee the 
school boards themselves are main- 
taining recreation or social centers

KING AT “BRIDGE” 
WHEN THRONE FELL 


Paris, December 31.—Rumors of po- 
litteal intrigues in Portugal, the in- 
security of the provisional government 
and a plot to restore the dethroned 
King Manuel have revived stories of 
the revolution. Today Marquis La- 
Vrado. who was the secretary of the 
Portuguese monarch, gave in an inter- 
view what is described as the first au- 
thentic account of what transpired at 
the Necessidades palace on the night 


of October 4. 

‘The marauis says that the king and 
the ministers had been warned of the 
conspiracy against the house of Bra- 
ranza, but they wholly misjudged the 
gravity of the situation. They count- 
ed implicitly on the loyalty of the 
army and navy. 

King Manuel was playing bridge 
with his companions at the palace when 
the revoluttlonary signal gun was fired 
at 2. o'clock in the morning. Hur- 
ried investigation showed that every 
telephone wire jto the palace had been 
eut. 

Consternation prevailed 
home. The servants to a man de- 
serted, leaving a single Joyal. regi- 
ment to guard the person the 
monarch. 

Soon a message came from Premier 
Teixeira de Sousa advising the king to 
depart at once. Manuel refused the 
advice and donning the uniform of the 
commander-in-chief of the military an- 
nounced his intention of placing him- 
self at the head of his loyal troops. 

When, however, a second message 
arrived notifying him of the impending 
bombardment of the palace, the king 
ehanged his attire for civilian clothes 
ind left the palace, unescorted save 
by a few companicns, and ~ walked 
through the excited crowds in the 
streets unmolestec .

of his thrilling rolling dips, when his 


biplane suddenly capsized and shot to 
earth. 

Over and over the aeroplane turned 
as it fell, with a speed so swift that 
of all the thousands who saw the 
tragedy not one could tell what effort 
himself. 


Sufficiently so that his body could be 
reached, he was found planted firmly 
in his seat, his arms around the levers. 
The fall telescoped the biplane. 

The steel] sprocket which drove the 
propellers lay across Hoxsey's face, 
the motor resting upon the right side 
ef his body. Every one of the ribs on 
that side was shattered into fragments. 
An iron upright, broken by the force 
of the crash, held the aviator’s body 
impaled upon its jagged point. 

The stop watches o fthe judges in 
the stand registered the exact second 
of 2:12 o'clock when Hoxsey’s ma- 
chine turned over and plunged in its 
fatal fall. The news of the tragedy 
was telegraphed over wires leading out 
ef the press stand before the machine 
struck the ground. 

“Hoxey Is Falling.” 


The aviator had been im the air an 
hour and a. half when the accident 
eceurred, and he had sailed again 
over the summit of Mount Wilson, 
whose heights he had conquered twice 
before since the meet began. 

Walter Brookins, who originated the 
spiral glide ard the dip which brought 
Hoxsey to his death, was standing In 
front of the press stand watching his 
colleague of the Wright team perform. 
Then the shout went up, “moxsey is 
falling.” at the same instant a sigh 
or gasp of a tremendous volume rose 
from the packed grandstand. That sin- 
gle sigh was the only sound that came 
from the crowd for fully ten minutes 
after the accident. Brookins whirled at 
the sound of the cry and saw the 
He uttered but one word, 
“God, his legs guve way beneath him 
and he fell in the roadway. Although 
he had-been in several serious acci- 
dents himself, he rose thoroughly un- 
nerved and cried like a child. 

At that time the field announcers 
were rushing up and down, shouting 
through their megaphones: 

“No cause for alarm; Hoxsey 
Pight.” 

’ But Brookins was not convinced. 
Brookins Weeps for Hoxsey. 

“That's a lie!’ he shouted back at 
one of the announcers. “Hoxsey's 
dead: I know it,” and again he burst 
into tears. 

Brookins was not the only 
overcome by the tragedy. Charlies Wil- 
lard. of the Curtiss team, likewise co!- 
lapsed. Willard had predicted just a 
moment before Hoxsey fell that an ac- 
cident was sure to overtake him in 
the dangerous atmosphere, and almost 
before he had completed the utterance 
of his prophecy, it was veried. 

“T knew it was coming,” he sobbed 4 
few minutes later, as he sat in hie 
hangar with his head between his 
hands. 

A reporter of a Pasadena newspaper 
broke the news of Hoxsey’s death to 
his mother this afternoon at her Belle- 
vue Drive homie, in that city. 

She bore up under the shock with 
an exhibition of the courage that had

Hoxsey and Johnstone, team mates 
and good comrades on earth, but 
sworn rivals in the air, have joined the 
issue now. Each went to his death 
with a world’s record for altitude. At 
the present pace Hoxsey’s may last 
no longer than Johnstone’s, for the 
most remarkable thing about the year 
1910 in aviation, aside from the heavy 
mortality, has been the brief duration 
of all records and the triumph of 
the monoplanes. 

Eighteen months ago when the 
monoplane was first beginning to be 
heard of on this side, Wilbur Wright 
was' shown a picture of a Bleriot up- 
set. 

“That's typical,” was all his com- 
ment. In little more than a year 
later, the monoplane held all world's 
records—altitude, distance, speed and 
duration. Hoxsey returned the rec- 
ord for altitude to a bipiane. Taba- 
teau, also in a biplane, won the rec- 
ord for distance and duration yester- 
day. In speed the monoplane is atill 
supreme. 


Notable Air Feats in 1910, 


Following are a few of tne 
notable feats this year to show 
rapid has been the conquest of 
air,: costly in life though it 
proved. 

Chavez flew across the Alps into 
Ital along the line that Napoleon 
marked out with his armies. 

Moisant crossed the English chan- 
nel with a passenger, fiying by com- 
pass, like the true pilot of an airship. 

Glenn H. Curtiss flew down the Hud- 
‘son from Albany to New York, racing 
against a special train. 

Charles K. Hamilton flew from Gov- 
ernor’s Island in New York harbor to 
Philadelphia by a time card, carrying 
a letter from Mayor Gaynor to Gover- 
nor Stuart, and returned. 

Claude Grahame-White and Moisant 
both flew over the roaf tops of Brook- 
lyn and the crowd around the harbor, 
circled the Statue of Liberty and re- 
turned to the aviation field at Belmont 
Park for a prize of 310,000. 
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Clifford B. Harmon, an amateur, 
crossed Long Island sound. 

Eugene Ely demonstrated from the 
deck of the cruiser Birmingham that 
an aeroplane can rise at sea and land 


earth. 

French aviators had to be prohibited 

from circling the Eiffel tower. 
Johnstone and Hoxsey proved that 

they could retain control of their bi- 

planes in a windstorm so stiff that it 

blew them backwards. 


Altitude and Speed Figures. 


Altitude and speed figures show con- 
cretely the progress in construction. 
When Louis Pauilhan at Los Angeles 
last January soared nearly a mile high, 
the world held its breath. Hoxsey 
added a mile to that. Two other Amert- 
cans did better than 9,000 feet within 
the year, and two Europeans better 
than 10,000. In speed, the contrast is 
not less striking Glenn H. Curtiss 
at Rheims won the Gordon’ Bennett 
cup with a speed of 47.65 miles an 
hour. Grahame-White took the’ cup 
back with a performance of 61 miles 
an hour. James Radley flew a mile in 
47 3-5 seconds. Leon Morane flew 
68.4 miles in sixty minuteS. Captain 
Berlanger flew 100 miles in 70 minutes. 

For the Michelin prize Olieslager, a 
Belgian, in a monoplane, covered 244.44 
miles in five hours, five seconds. Mau- 
rice Tabuteau (French) defeated him 
yesterday in a biplane with the re- 
markable unbroken performance of 
362.66 miles in seven hours, 45 minutes.

“Arch Hoxsey has been killed. There 
will be no more flying today.” 

Arch Hoxsey had been a star per- 
former at the big meet that began last 
Saturday. Day after day the intrepid 
air-man went beyond the range of hu- 
man vision, sailing: in ever-widening 
circles until he crossed the mpuntains 
or hung over the sea. Hig prolonged 
absence from the field day after day 
gave rise to the salutation of one 
friend to another on the grounds “has 
anybody here seen Hoxsey?’ 

No Fear Feit for Hoxsey. 

No one felt fear forhim, however, as 
he always came back, returning toward 
earth In a spectacular and terrifying 
series of spiral dips when he would 
land directly in front of the grand- 
stand. He was the favorite of the 
crowds, and always was greeted with 
applause when he came out, and with 
a wave of his hand started on his 
altitude trials. 

On Monday last Hoxsey broke the 
world’s altitu@e record, ascending to a 
height of 11,474 feet, almost 1,000 feet 
greater than the previous record. This 
feat was his supreme record, and when 
he returned to the fleld after nearly 
three hours’ absence he was carried 
before the grandstand onthe shoulders 
of his admirers. 

But Hoxsey was jot satisfied with 
this record. Ever sinee Monday he 
had ascended daily for another try for 
altitude. He found the conditions 
favorable, but could never reach Mon- 
day's height. Tuesday he made 6,800 
feet, Wednesday ‘8,500 feet, Thursday 
10,605 feet, when ‘he crossed 4,700 
feet above the summit of Mount WiI- 
son, some twenty-five miles from the 
aviation field, and yesterday 10,575 
feet. 

Latham Fiew to Hoxsecy’s Ald. 

When Hoxsey fell, Hubert Latham, 
the French aviator had just essayed a 


flight in his Antoinette machine. He 
came down rapidly, but cautiously 
when he saw Hoxsey fall. He landed 


within a few feet of the spot where 
the Wright biplane fell. 

Leaping out of his machine, the lit- 
tle Frenchman was among the first to 
attack the wreckage and lift the motor 
from the dead aviator. 

It was found that Hoxsey’s body was 
terribly mangled and broken; his left 
jaw had been fractured; his goggles 
had been shattered and the fragrients 
of glass driven into his eyes, and all 
of the ribs on his right side had been 
crushed. 

A broken strut, one of the wooden 
stanchions between the upper and 
lower planes, had been driven through 
his body under the lovest rib. One 
leg was almost doubled below the 
knee and the other was broken in two 
or three places. 

Hoxsey's barograph instruments 
were uninjured. They were running 
as if nothing had happened when the 
judges took charge of them. The 
charts showed that Huxsey feil a dis- 
tance of 565 fest. He had been up 
7,142 feet and had begun the fatal 
\glide while at an altitude of 6,673 feet. 


Caught in Vortex, 

Latham said he was watching Hox- 
sey when he entered the vortex of the 
counter current which caused his fall.

Glenn Curtiss, habitually taciturn, 
gave just one laconic order:

He instructed his mechanics, and all 
the gay trimmings disappeared iff the 
Curtiss hangar. 

Many of the amateurs who had been 
experimenting with flying machines 
made immediate preparations to quit 
the flying game. Two tents were re- 


moved within a few minutes after 
Hoxsey’s crash to earth. 
One tent was blown down by the 


wind that caused the tragedy, and two 
machines which had been standing on 
an eminence to the northwest of the 
field were wrecked by the gale as they 
stood on the ground. These belonged 
to local aviators. Only the motors and 
propellers of each were saved out of 
the wreckage. 

Hoxsey’s automobile, which he used 
on the field to tow his biplanes from 
the hangar to the starting point, was

HOXSEY TOOK UP ROOSEVELT

St. Louis, December 31.—Hoxsey came 
into national prominence in St. Louis 
on October 11, when he took up for a 
short flight ex-President Roosevelt, 
who was then visiting that city. 

The flight was not premeditated. Mr. 
Roosevelt had gone to the aviation 
field as a spectator, and was examning 
the machine when Hoxsey suggested 
that he take a flight. Colonel Roose- 
velt instantly threw off his silk hat and 
frock coat, donned a leather jacket 
and cap and climbed aboarg the ma- 
chine. Hoxsey clambered after him, 
and after two trials, the motor was 
started and the aeroplane rose into the 
air. It flew quickly around the field at 
about the height of 100 feet, and made 
the first lap of one and a half mfes 
before the crowd knew that Colone: 
Roosevelt was in the machine. it 
sailed around the flelad a second time, 
going at the rate of about a mile a 
minute, and then Hoxsey dipped his 
planes and the aeroplane came easily 
to the earth, - 

After the flight Hoxsey made the 
following statement:

It was not, how- 
ever, the concussion which hurled 
Motsant out of his seat, the terrific 
angle at which the machine descended 
in the last few moments in itself being 
sufficient for this. I plainly saw 
Moisant being projected out of his seat 
as if from a catapault before any part 
of the machine touched the earth, 


Machine Fell Straight. 


“The machine fell so straight that it 
remained exactly where it fell, having 
only sufficient horizontal motion to 
turn it over, and leaving no marks in 
the ground except where the propeller 
struck, Moisant, however, landed 36 
feet from the seat of his.machine, and 
it is my impression that he wag in- 
stantly killed, although facial reflexes 
seemed to give an indication of Nfe for

“In my opinion the accident was 
caused by the combination of circum- 


stances I have just spoken of. The 
originally sharp incline of descent, the 
early stoppage of the motor followed 
by the gust of wind and especially the 
change in the equilibrium of the ma- 
chine and the lowering of its center of 
gravity, by the addition of the large 
tank, half empty though it was. 
Destined to Pre-Emtinence, 

“In the death of John Moisant, not 
only his country, but the whole world 
lost a man destined to pre-eminence in 
the development of the new art. He 
was a great believer of the future of 
aviation and a designer and builder of 
machines himself, and not merely an 
aeroplane driver. I wag probably the 
only One among a few witnesses of his 
death who also witnessed the achieve- 
ment which suddenly brought him be- 
fore the eyes of the worlds It was at 
the start of the great French cross- 
country event, the Circuit de l'Est, at 
Paris last August. Great enthusiasm 
was manifested by the great crowds 
there that morning at each successive 
start in the big event, but the most 
thrilling incident was the appearance 
over the roofs of Paris of an unknown 
monoplane which dropped out of the 
sky in the starting enclosure. Two 
unknown men stepped out of the ma- 
chine, and on introducing themselves, 
were given a point of vantage on 
which to see their fellow aviators start 
in the big race. One of them was 
John B. Molisant and the other his 
broken-hearted friend, Roland Garros.” 
MOST ADVENTUROUS CAREER 

LED BY THE DEAD BIRD-MAN 

New York, December 381:—John B. 
Moisant, killed today at New Orleans, 
won the heart of every lover of the 
daring sport when on October 30 he 
flew from Belmont Park around the 
Statue of Liberty and back to the avia- 
tion field, thereby wresting from the 
Englishman, Claude Grahame-W hite, 
one of the most highly prized of the 
trophies offered for aerial feats. 

Ifterest in the young man became s0 
intense locally at that time that the 
news of the fatal accident today caused 
an unusual shock in this city. Bx- 
pressions of grief followed the an- 
nouncement of the sad news at the 
4ocal headquarters of the Aero Club of 
America, and in other clubs and hotels 
throughout the metropolis. 

Moisant was born in Chicago in 1679, 
and lived there until he Was 19 years 
old. He then started for the Pacifc 


coast, drifted down to Central America, 
became a soldier of fortune and trader, 


and finally was driven from San Sal- 
vador when the general under whom 
he was fighting met defeat. 

Moisant at.that time was wealthy, 
but his property was confiscated by 
the government. Soon afterwards he 
went to Spain, and later turned up at 
Paris, when the Wright brothers were 
there, exhibiting their machines, 

It wag told of Moisant at the time 
that he went to Paris t6 secure an 
aeroplane with the aid of which he 
planned to fly into the country from 
which he had been exiled, and in this 
BSpectacular manner to revive the 
drooping spirits of the revolutionaries. 
However, so the story goes, Moisant 
became so interested in the possfbili- 
ties of the flying machines that politi- 
cal affairs in Central America inter- 
ested him less and less. Soon he was 
an avowed aerial enthusiast, and him- 
self making flights. From the start 
his career as an aviator was marked 
with daring exploits. 

Moisant first came into worid's 
prominence so recently as August last, 
when he startg# on a flight from Paris 


to London, with a passenger, Albert 
Fiteaux. He successfully crossed the 
channel, being the first aviator to ac- 


complish this feat with a passenger. 

He made the trip over the Straits 
of Dover in the face of a storm that 
would have turneg@ back a less bold 
adventurer. Moisant landed at Deal, 
and from then on had a series of ac- 
cidents that continued for three 
weeks. Undaunted, he clung -to his 
purpose to reach London through the 
air, and while the whole world ap- 
plauded the plucky American, he 
pressed forward and finally, on Sep- 
tember 6, floated down at the Crystal 
palace in the British capital. 

Moisant arriveg in New York on 
October 8 last. He took second place 
in the international aviation race at 
Belmont park, when Grahame-White 
captured the trophy. 

The big race having gone to an 
Englishman, Moisant was determined 
to win the $10,000 trophy for the most 
dangerous and spectacular flight, that 
from Belmont park around the Statue 
of Liberty and return. Grahame- 
White carried the British colors 
around the Bartholdi statue and Count 


de Lesseps the French. 

The hope of America rested on 
Moisant, whose machine had been 
wrecked. 

Rushing to Le _ Blanc's hangar, 
Moisant offered $10,000 for the only 
available machine—a baby racer of 


560-hoerse power, just one-half the mo- 
tor strength of the Englishman's aero- 
plane, but made the -trip 42% seconds 
under Grahame-White’s record. 

Moisant was born of French-Ca- 
nadian parents, who had settled in 
early life at Kankakee, Ill. and 
moved thence to Chicago. On the 
death of his father he joineg his elder 
brother, Alfred, who went to San 
Francisco and from there to Nicaragua, 
where he became a multi-millionaire. 
MOISANT’S SON NOT TOLD 

OF DEATH OF HIS FATHER. 

Los Angeles, Cal., December .31.— 
The tragedy in New Orleans which 
cost John B. Moisant his life left deep 
its mark of sorrow in this city. In 
addition to the dozen or so noted avia- 
tors, friends and associates of Moisant 
now in Los Angeles, Stanley Moisant, 
the 14-year-old son of the dead avia- 
tor, ts here. He came accompanied by 
Barton Weyl, an attorney of San 
Francisco, who is the husband of a 
sister of John B. Moisant. 

Today the boy was in the hotel on 
the summit of Mount Lowe. He will 
not be informea of the death of his 
father until he returns to Los Angeles 
today.

When the miners are 
blasting with heavy charges of powder 
there frequently lingers in the chamber 
after the explosion a lazy-like, red 


an instant, and then puffs out harm- 
lessly in smoke. The miners call this 
a “flashing,” and as a rule they see no 
danger in it. In fact, it is the warning 
i‘yat the mine is dangerously full of 
coal dust for it 18 in reality a minia- 
ture dust explosion. When the ‘“‘flash- 
ing” does not puff out in smoke, but 
floats slowly out of the chamber like a 
lurid will-o’-the-wisp, disaster is cer- 
tain. 

Leaving the chamber in which it had 
its source the flame moves slowly for 
the first hundred yards feeding on the 
air dust, thick about the drills, but the 
floating dust is not thick enough to 
sustain the flame far from the drills. 
Thus when the flame reaChes the edge 
of the volunte of thick dust it pauses. 
It has carried unburned dust along with 
it, and freed from the choking smoke, 
this dust flares up. 
electric furnace is created in an in- 
etant in the enclosed space, the thick 
dust on floors and walls hisses into 
smokeless incandescence, the gases of 
combustion suddenly expand, ang the 
explosion hurls itself forward from 
‘that point.

path does not have time to drop to the 


and its heat is equally terrific. When 
it reaches the shaft this heat, which is 
believed to approximate 6,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit at the center of the flame, 
is at its flercest. All that keeps the 
explosion from rending the very bowels 
of the earth is that there is not enough 
oxygen in the mine to support full 
combustion, and when the flame roars 
up the shaft tothe upper air it shaves 
the sides of it clean of steel and tim- 
bers. Buildings at the top of the shaft 
fall in ean instant, and the flame takes 
a mighty leap into the air, hundreds of 
yards, and dies out in a cloud of smoke. 

A gruesome illustration of the inten. 
sity of the heat of the flame at the 
mine’s mouth was had in a recent dis- 
aster in a Pennsylvania slope mine. The 
shaft of this mine ran horizontally into 
a hillside, along which a road passed. 
At the exact instant of the explosion 
a rural mail carrier was driving along 
this road, one hundred yards away, and 
was directly in front of the shaft. The 
blast of flame enveloped him, and man, 
horse and wagon crumbled into cinders. 

Preventive Measures Proposed. 

The government experts say that 
dust explosions can be prevénted. That 
is the reason they want to give a few 
made-to-order explosions. Exhausting 
'steam in the intake air current so as to 
create humidity in the mines in winter, 
frequent sprinkling of the mines, clean- 
ing. up the dust and carting it from the 
mines, washing down the walls with 
hose, covering floors and walls with 
stone dust, and the use of small flame 
explosives are some of the safety meas- 
nres proposed by the bureau of mines.

Coal production Georgia 
shown a decreasing tendency 
1903, according to the United 
geological survey. In 1893 the state 
produced 416,951 short tons, or nearly 
double the output of last year. The 
price has advanced from $1.22 in 1904 
to $1.41 in 1909. 

The withdrawal of the convicts from 
the coal operators-and the failure of tle 
latter to secure laborers to take the 
place of the convicts undoubtedly ac- 
counts for a large part of this de- 
crease. 

All the coal produced 
is hand mined, no under-cutting ma- 
chines being employed. At one estab- 
lishment the slack coal used in the 
manufacture of coke is washed before 
it is charged into the ovens.

Luck Given to Connie. 


“Reaching Philadelphia, we hunted 
up Connie Mack in the morning DBe- 
fore the opening game, but he was 
busy, and we were surrounded by such 
a crowd of Mack's friends that Jim 
Horan, who was modest above all oth- 
er things, did not not want to make 
the gift so publicly. Later in the day 
he gave me the rabbit's foot to give 
to Connie, and asked me to tell him 
the story of the charm.

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NEW RACING RULES 
FOR AUTOMOBILES 


—_—-  ~— 


Will Go Into Effeet With 
Start of the 1911 


Season. 


Ind.. December 31.— 
(Special.)—With the advent of the 1911 
automobile racing season prospective 
chauges in the rules of the contest de- 
partment of the American Automobile 
Association, the governing body over 
that sport, are being announced. One 
of the most important changes which 
is certain to become effective is that 
clause which governs the length of 
time one driver shall remain at the 
wheel in track and speedway contests. 
The rule heretofore has been made 
with a three-hour lHmit, but according 
to advices from Chairman S. M. Butler, 
of the contest board, drivers will be 
allowed to remain in a race for five 
hours continuously after January tl, 
1911. Another clause will be added to 
this rule, according to the advices of 
the official, which will allow the ref- 
eree of any race to permit a driver to 
hold the wheel longer than five hours 
if he appears to be physically fit. 

One of the chief 1911 events which 
thi ew rule will benefit is the 500- 
mile International Sweepstakes race 
over the Indianapolis motor speedway 
on Memorial day, May 30. The speed- 
wav management found that the ma- 
jority of manufacturers and drivers 
were anxious to have one man take one 
car through the long contest, and took 
up the condition with the contest board. 
The result was that Chairman Butler 
gave the advance statement of the new 
rule for 1911. 

Physical condition will be taken as 
a basis for the action by the referee in 
every event which is run under this 
new optional rule. If the driver its 
found to be physically unfit at the start 
he probably will be told that he will 
he forced to change at the end of five 
hours. and should a driver who etarted 
physically fit show signs of fatigue, 
which. in the mind of the referee, 
makes the race dangerous for the driv- 
er and the other contestants, he will be 
forced to relinquish his seat to a team- 
mate at the end of five hours. 

On the other hand, the drivers have 
the right to ask a change at the end 
of five hours. This will be done but 
little. it Is believed, for the pilots are 
anxious to pull down the rich purses 
of gold offered for the victors in the 
international classic, and do not desire 
to divide them with another driver. 
The motor car makers also wish to see 
their cars taken through by one man if 
possible. 

The prizes for 


Indianapolis, 


the International 
Sweepstakes. race will total about 
$40.000 after the various accessory 
makers have made their side offers. 
This means the winner probably will be 
the richer by about $14,000 or $15,000— 
the greatest prize ever offered in mo- 
tor competition. Nine other cash prizes, 
which are worth from $6090 or $700 to 
$6,000 or $7,000, are offered for those 
who push the winner to the checkered 
flag. 

The race wil) be started at 10 o'clock 
in the morning and will take about 
seven hours in the running, s0 that the 
finish will be made about 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Already many have 
asked about the reservations for seats 
in the stands to see this supreme test 
of men and metal, and the crowd which 
this indicates will probably be the 
largest ever in attendance at an auto- 
mobilé race of any type. 

The entries of the Case ehr. with 
“Loule” Strang nominated to-drive; the 
Simplex, still riderless, and the Inter- 
state, with Baldwin wp, are certain to 
be supplemented within the next few 
days by many others. Drivers have 
been working hard to see what their 
special mounts would be, and as faat 
as the initial block test shows the mo- 
tors to be fit, they are being entered. 

The elimination trials which will be 
held to make each car show @ speed 
of seventy-five miles an hour have set 
the drivers to work in earnest, for they 
realize that records are bound to go in 
the event with such a requirement set 
as the lowest standard. ome of them 
have advanced the belief that the 80- 
mile mark will be reached, and pos- 
sibly passed, as an average for the sev- 
en hours of fast riding. This is four 
miles an hour faster than the American 
speedway record even for the 200-mile 
distance. ’

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RECORDS WILL GO. 
AT NEW ORLEANS 


When the Mardi Gras Speed 
Carnival Gets Under 
Way. 


Motorists alive to the doings of their 
world are predicti- ¢ a new set of mile- 
track records for the Mardi Gras spee 
carnival, which wi!!! be held in Nev 
Orleans, February 25-27. Homer C 
George, manager of the New Orlean 
Automobile Club, is arranging for elec 
trical timing at the meet, and is en- 
thusiastic over the chances for new 
marks from one mile to fifty miles 
with a new regord for one hour. 

The present one-mile record for dirt 
circular tracks is :48:92, made by Ralph 
De Palma, at Syracuse, September 17. 
At the same time De Palma lowereca 
the records up to and including five 
miles. He also lowered the ten-muile 
record a week later at Narbeth, Pa. 
The records from ten to fifty miles are 
held by Oldfield, being made at Mil- 
waukee and Dallag, Texas. 

Since scoring these records with i.e 
Fiat Cyclone, DePalma has signed with 
the Simplex Company, and will drive 
the track car in which George Rob- 
ertson defeated him and his Cyclone 
last season. A new and more powerfu! 
engine has been put in this car, and 
DePalma has wired the New Orleans 
management to get the track ready 
for record work. At the same time the 
Fiat Company -is not idle. E. R. Hol- 
lander, of that organization, hax wired 
that the Cyclone is faster than ever, 
and he is anxtfous to start it with 
Bragg or Parker.at the wheel, Bragg 
being favored. 

But these two carg will not fight out 
the championship alone. Robert Bur- 
man, of the Buick Company, has de- 
cided to enter the struggle for records 
with the Buick Dragoon, which ‘he 
drove at St. Paul in less than 50 sec- 
onds. Burman is experimenting with 
this car now, and is positive it will 
soon be doing better than the present 
world’s record. 

In order to give each of these great 
drivers @6very opportunity to set new 
world’s records, the New Orleang Fair 
Grounds track will be scraped to the 
buck-shot loam, which is as hard as 
asphalt. It will be thoroughly oiled to 
prevent dust bothering drivers. and 
everything possible will be done to 
make it the world’s greatest track. At 
the first Mardi Gras meet ten world's 
records were broken. This year it 
seems sure that the stars who will 
compete will do even better than that.

Sacrileze and Murder. 

This holy place has been the scene 
of two terrible crimes—sacrilege and 
murder—both committed by members

@ year ago, when jewels worth $3,000,- 
600 were stolen from the picture. The 
mystery of the murder has only just 
been cleared up, though it took place 
last July, and only then did the police 
dikcover what had become of the jew- 
els from the picture. The whole story 
reads more like some sensational de- 
tective’ novel than a page from real 
life.

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have proofs that Mrs. Macoch sold a 
beatiful diamond to a Warsaw jewe!l- 
er some months ago for $900. They 
know that he could not possibly have 
kept Mrs. Macoch in comiort she 
enjoyed upon the montes stolen from 
the offertories. When she was arrest- 
ed they found she had given a packet 
of gems to a friend to take care of 
and these have been identified as com- 
ing from the picture. 

The case made out against her and 
Father Damatius by the police is this: 
Little by little he robbed the picture 
of its almost priceless gems, replacing 
them by false stones, some of which 
were found tin s cell. He sold the 
real ones with the help of his cousin, 
who, being a postal clerk stationed 
near the Austrian frontier, easily dis- 
posed of them to some of the big 
Vienna dealers. In time, however, 
there was so many false stones around 
the picture that one of the monks, 
who was a judge of gems, complaied 
to the prior that some fou] play was 
going on Then Father Damatius, 
Vaclav Mococh and one of the mon- 
astery .ervants, who is still at large, 
invented the story of the theft of the 
gems, which electrifieq Europe a year 
azo. The poiice searched vainly for 
the thieves outside the monstery, 
while all the time they were 
within its walls.

After a time Vaclav Macoch, who 
had married the monk's sweetheart for 
a bribe, began to get troublesome. 
When Damatius refused him money he 
threatened to publish the rea! facts 
of the sacreligious theft.

PUTS VITAL ORGANS U 
BEASTS INTO HUMANS 


Remarkable Work of Dr. 
Carrell, of Rockefeller 
Institute, Watched. 


In an article concerning the remark- 
able achievements of Dr. Alexis Carrel, 
of the Rockefeller institute in New 
York, a writer in the January Hamp- 
ton’s Magazine, says: 

“The young surgeon—for he is only 
87—~<ioes not claim that be hag suc- 
ceeded in the creation of living tissues 
by the use of the scalpel, but he has 
succeeded in taking living tissue, even 
vital organs, from One animal, and 
causing them to grow and functionate 
in other animals of the same species. 
More than this, he has removed giands, 
cartilage, bone, and other tissue trom 
live animals, and kept it alive and 
growing for werks, though removed 
from any living organism whatever. 
In this manner the processes of growth 


can be watclied constantly, for in the 


‘™~moval of sich tissue it is placed in a} idential election 


plasma of nutritive the 
Oonimel, and sealed in a glass slide 
kept constantly at a heat of 98 de- 
grees. A microscope of the same ter- 
peratune furnishes the means of watch- 
ing the tissue. 

“Within a day or two slight granula- 
tions appear on the surface of the cut 
edges of cartilage, or whatever tissue 
is used, and soon small spindle-snaned 
or pclygonal cells are seen to fourm. If 
the tissue be taken from a voung an}- 
mal, it grows rapidly; if from an older 
animal, its rate of growth is much 
slower.

the case of hertate. 

“His discovery of a successful and 
Satisfactory method for the transfusion 
of blood—an operation frequent 
cases of anaemia—wak made through 
constant experiment with animals, and 
his present study of cultures of cancer 
taken from chickens promises to lead 
to a cure for that malignant disease. 
He has learned that tn the process of 
growth, tissue scraped by the surgeon's 
knife will take on different character- 
istics than those of the smoothly-cut 
tissue; he has found that bodily tissue 
will adapt itself to conditions of trans- 
plantation, that veins, grafted on arte- 
ries, at once set to work thickening 
their walls in order to carry the sup- 
ply of red blood, and that an entire 
anatomic section may be taken out of 
one animal and life given back to it 
in another organism. 

“To the objection that trantsplanta- 
tion would be impossible in human be- 
ings because of lack of subjects from 
whom the organs needed are to be 
taken, Dr. Carrel answers that they 
might come from the bodies of men 
killed in accidents, from those of con- 
demned criminals, or “from amputated 
arms or legs. The tissues or organs 
thus taken could be kept ready-——as the 
doctor has already proved—for weeks. 

‘Dr. Carrel’s work jas turned the 
eyes of the medical ‘und of the lay 
world as well upon himself and the 
Rockefeller institute. If his experi- 
ments bring about what he has every 
reason to expect, they will make him 
one of humanity's greatest benefac- 
tors.”’

The Franciscan 
Friars. when they built the missions 
extending from the Rio Grande to tho 
Sabine, kept complete records of their 
work in civilizing and christianizing 
the various tribes of Indians, and 
many of these records, with other 
papers relating. to Spain’s activity in 
settling the province of Texas, are 
now in possession of the Catholic 
church. Were they translated from 
the Latin, they would prove an invat- 
uable addition to the history of the 
United States. Many of them = are 
works of art, printed in vari-colorei 
inks, still brilliant, on parchment 
brought from Spain, the sheets being 
well bound, several of the volumes 
having metal clasps.

That Amount Expended 
by City and Property 


Owners During 1910. 


The report of City Engineer Robert 
M. Clayton will show that street im- 
provements to the extent of 53.17 miles 
were made by his department during 
the past year at a total outlay of 
$563,434.18. 

Ten and ninety-four hundredths miles 
of streets were paved with either cre- 
osoted blocks, bitulithic pavement, 
macadam, rock and chert or old granite 
blocks at an outlay of $282,640.81. 

Of this amount, the city and proper- 
ty-owners paid $249,425.10, the city 
paying one-third .and the property- 
owners two-thirds, and the atreet rail- 
road company paid $33,215.90. 

In the report is given the street, the 
character of the pavement, the begin- 
ning and ending points, the linear feet, 
the square yards and the total cost. 

Thirty-five and eighty hundredths 
miles of curb and sidewalks were jaid, 
at a cost of $179,809.86. Asin the aase 
with the street pavement, all the de- 
tails of where they were laid is shown. 

Eleven and forty-three hundredths 
miles of sewers were laid, at a cost of 
$100,983.61.

Probably one of the most interesting 
figures in this entire section of the 


state is Dr. I. N. Cheney, of this place 
who at the advanced age of 86 is still 
hale and hearty, and whose remin- 
iscences of his long life, and the 
stirring times through which he has 
passed, havé brought pleasure to thou- 
sands who he hag visited on his daily 
rounds as a regular practitioner.

Dr. Cheney as surgeon in 1861 to or- 


ganize the militia of Carroll county, 


and he served from the first to tne 
last day of the war, returning to his 
home to find both his home and his 
store destroyed. 

In referring to Atlanta in its early 
days, Mr. Cheney recently wrote: 


Atianta in 1841. 

“In 1841 the stockholders of the

though then a wildernesg of woods. 

“The first train over the road, on 
which I was a passenger, was made 
up of flat cars, planked up with stand- 
ards to keep the passengers from fall- 
ing out, with rough plank as seats, and 
when we arrived in Atlanta the engine 
backed under a wooden shed at the 
east end of the present carshed, about 
12 feet wide and 20 feet long. 

“After reaching this destination we 
looked around and found about a dozen 
little up-and-down, rough-plank houses, 
the lumber being gotten out with gash 
saws, there not being (I don't think) 
at that time a steam sawmill in the 
state; and I have been visiting Atlanta 
ever since, though time has destroyed 
the woods and houses take the place 
of all the stumps.

IN OCEY SNEAD CASES 


(From The Columbia (S. C.) State.) | 


The approach of the trial in New- 
ark, N. J.,. of Mrs. Carolina B. Mar- 
tin and her sister,-Mrs. Mary W. Snead, 
who are jointly accused of responsi- 
bility for the death of Mrs. Ocey 
Snead, daughter of Mrs. Martin, and 
daughter-in-law of Mrs. Snead, is a 
subject of unusual interest and con- 
cern in South Carolina, by reason of 
the prominence of the family of the 
two ladies in the south and of their 
connections in South Carolina. The 
trial is expected to begin about Jan- 
uary 9%. From the time that the 
charges were brought last December, 
interest in the case has been acute, 
but southern newspapers have been 
sparing in discussing it, from consid- 
erations of delicacy to the family of 
the accused, and because the charges 
have been looked upon as so improb- 
»ble as not to demand a publicity that 
would cause possible suffering to those 
_chiefly involved and the.” immediate 
friends and relations. 

Vindictiveness? 

Some time ago The State alluded in 
an editorial article to the evidences 
of vindictiveness on the part of the

STEADY ADVANCE 
BY BOLL WEEVIL 


Expert Hunter Predicts 
It Will Reach Entire 
Cotton Belt. 


Washington, December 31.—~§‘Nothing 
has transpired up to the present timé 
to indicate that the boll weevil will 
not eventually reach the northernmost 
and easternmost portions of the cot- 
ton belt,” says W. D. Hunter, in charge 
of southern field crop insect investiga- 
tinos, in a bulletin issued today by the 
department of agriculture. 

“The boll weevil last year infested 
nearly 30 per cent of the cotton 
acreage of the United States. It was 
found in 100 per cent in Louisiana; in 
80 per cent in the cotton in Texas, 30 
per cent of Arkansas, 30 in Mississippl, 
and 35 per cent in Oklahoma.” 

The progress of the insect to the 
east will be more rapid than to the 
north, because of climatic conditions; 
but the experience thus far acquired 
séems to indicate, according to the 
agricultural department experts, that 
the boll weevil will eventually over- 
come any climatic barrier. The only 
exception to this is in the high open 
plains of western Texas. 

Important progress has been made 
in the use of arsenate of lead as a pol- 
son.

REBELS 10 Hun 
TILL ALL ARE DEAD 


So Says Leader of the 


Forces Opposing Diaz. 


Gonzales Says the Revolution- 
ists Are Accomplishing What 
They Set Out to Do---They 
Are Resolved to Destroy 
Tyranny in Mexico. 


Presidio, Me-zico, December 23.—(Via 
San Antonio, Texas, December 3l. wy 
Courier from Mulato to Marfa.)—Abra- 
ham Gonzales, leader of ‘the insurgent 
forces operating near Ojinaga and 
provisional governor of Chihuahua, to- 
day gave an interview to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Mu- 
lato. 

This is the first statement made by 
any of the insurgent leaders in the 
field. 

Gonzales talked frankly, teliing of 
the policy of the insurgents and their 
plans. 

Control Greater Part of State. 


“The independents now’ contro] the 
greater part of Chihuahua,” he said. 
“We could capture any of the outlying 
garrisoned towns at any time, but in 
turn we woulg have to establish gar- 
risons in these cities, thus taking 
many figu.ing men from. the field. 

“We did not expect to defeat the 
Diaz army in a day or a month. We 
have accomplished all that we set out 
to do up to date. 

“The independents control a section 
of the railroad, are holding the garn- 
sons at Juarez, Ojinaga, Pedernaleés 
and La Guna helpless in their bar- 
racks. We have checked every effort 
to send reinforcements north and con- 
en several hundred miles of the bor- 
er. 

“This gives us an opportunity to re- 
cruit our armies and train our eager 
recrults. Every day that passes in- 
creases. our strength. When we are 
ready to strike we will strike, and 
Diaz will be shaken from his throne. 

“The independents will. protect the 
property and lives of Americans and 
other foreigners. We come as libera- 
tors, not as invaders. 

“The independents are not fighting 
Mexico; they are fighting the Diaz 
government,” 

Arming and Drilling. 

Gonzales talked slowly, in halting 
English, turning now and then to a 
young officer for aid in 
his words. 

“Every effort has been made to 
avoid coming in conflict with the neu- 
trality laws of the United States,” he 
continued. “Many of the patriots who 
fought in the battle of Benegos came 
from the Texas side of the Rio Grande 
unarmed and found arms waiting for 
them on the Mexican side. 

“Of our immediate plans, I cannot, of 
course, speak. We have opened the 
door for our countrymen who wish 
to fight and we are arming and drill- 
ing them as fast as they come. 

“You may say to the American peo- 
ple that we have no dreams of an 
ideal republic. We want simple jus- 
tice. We want the right to vote as 
we believe. The courts, the great in- 
strument of Diaz's tyranny next to the 
army, must be made courts of law, not 
tools of oppression, 

Wtll Fight Till All Are Dead. 

“The men who have organized tnis 
uprising will fight untill are dead. 
They are confident of vitory.” 

Mulao is a village of about 500 
people, at the junction of the Rio 
Grande and La Mula rivers. It ts the 
headquarters of an irrigated district 
of about 30,000 acres, 

The town is almost directly opposite 
the Texas village of Pulvo. 

About 200 armed insurgents were 
counted in Mulato today, but it was 
said that other detachments had Ofjin- 
aga surrounded. Ojinaga has a popu- 
lation of about 1,500, with a garrison 
of 300 federal troops asatrongly in- 
trenched.

So Declares Senator John- 


ston. a Member of the 
Subcommittee. 


—- 


Mobile. Ala.,. December 31.—The fole 
lowing statement in defense of the ac- 
tion of the sub-committee that ‘nvesti- 
gated the bribery charges against Sen- 
ator Lorimer, of Illinois, was given out 
here today by Senator Joseph F. John- 
ston, of Alabama, who is recuperating 
from a slight illness: 

“The sub-committee appointed to 
hear evidence in the case was formed 
of republican and democratic senators. 
Had any of the members been inclined 
political bias, 
the conditions did not warrant any 
such action for the legislature, out- 
going an incoming, was safely repub- 
lican, insuring that party @ senator 
whatever action might be had. 

“But two questions were to be in- 
vestigated. 

“First. whether Senator Lorimer has 
in bribery or any corrupt 

to secure his election, or 
sanctioned anv such acts. If

Lorimer Himself Net Guilty. 

“All the members of the comanittee 
were unanimous in the conciusions 
that the testimony failed to show the 
fact that Senator Lorimer was himself 
guilty of bribery or any corrupt prac- 
tices, or that he sanctioned, or Was 
cognizant of the fact that bribery 
or any corrupt practices were being 
used by others to influence votes for 
him 

“The onlv other question was wheth- 
er the proof showed that énough votes 
of the members of the legislature vot- 
ing for Senator Lorimer were bribed, or 
influenced, ‘by corrupt practices or 
promises so that deducting such votes 
from the total cast for him his vole 
would fall below that required by the 
constitution to elect.” 

Senator Frazier Disagreed. 

“Upon this point al] members of the 
sub-committee were of the opinion tha! 
the proof failed to show that he was 
not elected, except one, Senator Fra- 
zier, whose conclusion was that four 
members of leeisbature were paid 
money for voting for Senator Lorimer, 
‘or in consequence of having voted for 
him: that one state and three 
representatives admitted under oath 
that they were paid money and the 
senator was satisfied such payments 
were as a bribe. Or, in consequence 
of having voted for Senator Lorimer, 
that these four self-confessed bribe- 
takers implicate three other members 
who voted for Senator Lorimer as 
the persons who briged them: ‘that if 
these seven votes were eliminated from 
Senator Lorimer'’s vote he received l@ss 
than a majority of the votes cast.” 

“We think the senator erred in his 
conclusions, if we except his finding 
of facts. 

“It is rather curious that six repub- 
licans and four democrats should con- 
cur In this report; one democrat doubt- 
fully assenting and one republican de- 
claring he was not prepared either. to 
assent or dissent, and yet an attempt 
geems to have been made to create the 
impression that the-report was not 
warranted or an attempt to rush 
through a whitewash. 

“The democratic members of the 
committee are Bailey, of Texas; Paint- 
er, of Kentucky: Johnston, of Alabame; 
Fletcher, of Florida; Frazier, of Ten- 
nessee; republicans, Burrows, Depew, 
Dillingham, Gamble, Heyburn, Bever- 
idge, Bulkley.”

Two weeks before Christmas, the 
stupendous task of reading and sort- 
ing the jetters which had been writ- 
ten to Santa and the St. Nicho’ 3s 
Girl, of purchasing toys with the 
money contributed for that purpose, 
and of filling the children's Christ- 
mas bags, was begun, the work being 
done entirely by volunteers whom I 
had never seen until they came and 
asked to give their services to tne 
cause. After the letters had been 
sorted, and certain children whose c.r- 
cumstances could not be judged from 
the locality itn which they lived had 
been investigated, a clerical force be- 
gan the work of copying on index 
cards the name, address, and requests 
of each child.

Christmas last arrived, and 
all was in readiness for the distribu- 
tion of the toys. The St. Nicholas 
Girl tov rooms, ablaze with light, and 
glittering with the first real Christ- 
mas trees the children had ever seen, 
opened wide their doors.

Sixty-seven thousand horses and 
mules valued at more than $12,000,000 
will pass through Atlanta en route to 
the users within the twelve months be- 
ginning September 1, 1910. 

Daring the stock season of 1909-10 
there were approximately 60,000 horses 
and mules sold either here or re-ship- 
ped here for saie elsewhere, and the 
business done between September 1, 
whem the 1910-11 season opened and 
the present, shows an_ increase of 
slightiy over 11 per cent over last 
year's record. This, if continued, will 
put the number of horses and mules 
that go through the Atlanta market 
this seasom close around 66,600. on 
an average horses and mules together 
will bring in the open market $180 
each which puts the amount involved 
in Atlanta’s horse and mule trade dur- 
ine the present season at $11,988,000. 

Large Mule Market.

Atlanta has been for 
several vears the second largest mule 
market in the world, but few, Indeed, 
have any adequate conception of the 
really wonderful! proportions which the 
business has assumed. 

A trip to either of Atlanta’s two 
famous markets, the Miller Union 
Stock Yards or the National Stock 
Yards cannot fail to prefoundly im- 
press even the most casual observer, 
but even here he will get but little 
dea of the enormous amount of busi- 
ress that Is being done about him. 

He sees almost endless siables, filled 
‘rom one end to the other with horses 
of almest every description from all 
sections of the country; he sees other 
stables rumuning over with mules that

seweMave been shipped from a score of dif- 


ferent states; he sees them coming in 
and going out not by the single car- 
load, but by trainleads, sometimes, 
amd yet he still fails to grasp the idea 
that for at least four months in the 
year the rush and the hurly-burly he 
sees and hears about him goes on 
without abatement or let-up. 

As has been stated before, the mule 
and horse season runs from Septem- 
ber 1 to September 1, presumably for 
the reason that with the beginning of 
September comes the revival o¢ the 
business after the dull summer months 
have departed. It is in the fall that 
the farmers throughout the country 
begin to make plans for the coming 
stock accordingly. 
? Consequently before September has 
' been long on the boards the two big 
stock yards, which have made Atlanta 
famous as a horse and mule market, 
begin to awake from their summers 
siesta, and by the time October has 
finally rolled ’round the hurry, rush 
and confusion would make lower 
Broadway iook like a cemetery by com- 
parison. 

From Tennessee, Kentucky, Arkan- 
sae, Indiana, LUlinois, Ohio, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Texas and even the far-off 
Dakotas, men who Know mules as 
they knowing nothing else in the 
world, begin trooping Atlantaward. 
They come not singly, but in droves, 
and with them comes horses and 
mules not by the score or the hun- 
dred, but by the thousands. Train- 
load after trainload is backed into the 
stock yards covering acres upon acres 
of .ground, and the mules and horses 
are herded in stables which would 
have accommodated the rather numer- 
ous gentry that helped General Sher- 
man make “Marching Through Geor- 
gia” famous. 

* Mule Characteristics, 

All coons may look alike and alli 
mules do to the average man, but not 
so to the men who run things out at 
the biz stock yards. Not by any man- 
ner Of means. There isn’t a mother’s 
son of them but that can tell at a 
fiance whether a carload of mules 
comes from Oklahoma, Tennessee or 
lowa. It’s hard to get the traders to 
talk about HOW they know, for it’s 
only when a trade is pending that one 
would ever suspect that a mule trader 
ever uttered more than three words 
without stopping to rest. 

However, there are’ distinctive char- 
acteristics about mules that come from 
certain sections of the country, and to 
the man who has bought,. sold and 
raised mules all his life, these charac- 
teristics show where the beast came 
from just as though he bore a tag. 
lowa furnishes mules that are “well set 
up,” in the parlance of the trader. In 
other words, they are large of bone, 
stockily built, andy are only a short 
distance from the ground. 

On the other hand, mules raised in 
Kentucky, Tennessee or Ohio are in- 
clined to be “rangy,” standing above 
the average in height, long of leg, but 
sinewy; “‘chicken-breasted”. but grace- 
ful, partaking slightly of the build of 
the Kentucky thoroughbred which is 
famous the world ‘round. If a mule 
was raised in Oklahoma or Texas, he’s 
liable to have taken on some of the 
earmarks of the cowpony. He is 
rather under-sized in comparison with 
some of the others, but “he’s all 
there.” He makes up in “bottom” or 
staying powers what he lacks in size.

over there is a rush to Atlanta that 
makes the one that took place in the 
fall look sick. For in this rush are not 
only sellers, but buyers by the hun- 
dreds coming from not only all parts 
of Georgia, but almost all of the neigh- 
boring states. From Florida, North 
and South Carolina, Virginia and West 
Virginia, and Alabama they come. 

These are largely men {who own 
livery stables in the smajjler towns 
throughout the country. | 
men buy direct, but come to Atlanta to 
buy their spring supply of horses and 
mules in preference to making the 
longer trip to where they are raised. 
In the rush there are but few towns 
of 1,000 or more inhabitants that are 
not represented. 

The buyers come to Atlanta, buy usu- 
ally one or two carloads and return 
to send the half a hundred on to the 
man on the farm, at the mill, or on 
the public works. This kind of busi- 
ness it is that goes to swell the im- 
mense volume of business done annual- 
ly in Atlanta. Of course hundreds of 
mules atrd horses are sold direct to the 
man who expects ¢o use them, but the 
number is so small in comparison to 
those sold to the smaller traders as to 
be a negligible quantity in making up 
the whole. 

Prices Soaring Skyward. 

So far as has been learned, there is 

no exorbitant tariff on mules, and yet 


the prices at which the descendants of! 


Baalam’s mount are being sold are ‘ris- 
ing every year, and that, too, with a 
rapidity that is all but startling to the 
man who is obliged to use horse or 
mule power in his business. 

Time was, and only a few years ago 
at that, when an excellent mule of av. 


Few of these (| 


the ‘average price of the mules now 
being sold here is mighty close to $200, 
while in order to get something real 
fancy in mule flesh, it is necessary to 
go .as high as $8300, and often well 
above this mark. For a good pair of 
mules, $500 is no longer a high price, 
and $600 is not looked upon as any- 
thing out of the ordinary. 

Mules are now worth more than three 
times as much as they were fifteen 
years ago, and twice as fhuch as they 
bgought less than five years ago. 

Buyers Want the Hest. 

However, there is little or no kick 
about the prices, if the dealers are to 
ibe believed. They state that the cry 
is steadily for something better, no 
matter what the price, rather than for 
something cheaper. 

The buyers from small towns want 
only the best obtainable, they say, and 
are apparentiy indifferent as to the 
price. In this, it is presumed, 
trader is voicing only the sentiment 
of the ultimate user, which is proof of 
the fact that the man on the farm and 
other places where mules are a neces- 
sity are demanding of their dealers the 
best the market can afford. 

With horses, the rise in price, while 
most marked, has been slightly less 
rapid, and the average price of the 
horses sold in Atlanta today is vari- 
ously estimated at from $150 ato $180. 
The horses come from practically the 
same territory as do the mules, but 
those shipped in from Texas and Ok- 
lahoma are usually small and sell for 
much less than the mules from the 
same territory, cutting down the aver- 
age price perceptibly. 

It Pays to Buy Mules.

IS THE STATE COMMITTEE REALLY “CANNED?” 


he Constitution, in a spirit of public service, has been em- 


‘phatic in its reiterated protests against the silence of the present 


state executive committee regarding the method whereby a suc- 
cessor shall be elected to the nearly four-year unexpired term of 
Senator Clay, but it has presented nothing more timely on the sub- 
ject than the interview of Hon. M. J. Youmans, a former chairman 
of the state committee. 

The ex-chairman states flatly there will be no senatorial pri- 
mary, and then adds that the peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the choice of the committee indicates that its work was laid out and 
that it will not deviate. 

The influences in command of the Atlanta convention, he be- 
lieves, were aware of the precarious condition of Senator Clay’s 

‘ 
health, and— 

“It was determined to put the whole matter into the hands of a close 
corporation, and in order that no disagreeable questions might be asked and 
no unseemly discussions take place in the committee, the plan of selecting a 
canned committee was agreed upon—a committee which, for the first time ip 
the history of Georgia, showld have no minority representation, and which 
could be absolutely depended upon to be heard from enly when the can was 
opened.” 

Are the members of the committee willing to stand under the 
accusation? Are they willing to admit, through continued silence, 
that they were chosen, not for ability to think and devise and exe- 
cute, but for ability to respond, like so many automatons, the mo- 
ment the button is pushed, and not until then? 

Recalling the fact that the Atlanta convention departed from 
immemorial democratic custom, and absolutely denied to the mi- 
nority the members on the committee to which its vote in two con- 
gressional districts entitled it, he says— 

“In those days—you remember the ‘ring rule’ days, as the ‘reformers’ used 
to call them—there was no such thing as a one-man control of the state 
executive committee. <All views were represented, and no state convention 
ever dared to arrogate to itself the right| to say that an entire state committee 
should be made up of only ene school of political thought.” 

And further, contrasting the “benefits” of the “reform” school 
with the “tyranny” of those “ring rule” days the “reformers” used 
to so bitterly denounce, he thus outlines what would have come 
to the old regime had it practiced the Cannonism of today— 


“If we had done such a thing as that, denunciation from the

- VINDICATING GRANT’S AXIOM. | 


A caucus of the democratic representatives of the next con- 
gress is to be held in Washington in January——-almost a year in 
advance of the meeting of the new congress. 

According to reports, the caucus is called for the purpose of 
discussing matters of party policy and more, possibly, to decide 
upon committee chairmanships and memberships for the congress 
to assemble the first Monday in December. 

No sooner was the caucus announced than it was reported 
that the work of “disciplining recalcitrants” was to be put under 
way. Forthwith Representative W. G. Brantley, of the eleventh 
Georgia district, was marked for slaughter, because when the tariff 
bill was under consideration in the house, and all northern indus- 
tries were being carefully protected, he took the position that 
southern ‘lumber should not be made to:compete in the open mar- 
ket on a free trade basis, if everything else was to be protected, 
and voting accordingly for a greatly reduced duty on lumber in 
the framing of the bill, and then, with the other democrats of the 
house, voting against the whole measure. 

Mr. Brantley has for years been one of the ablest members of 
the ways and means committee, and, in the natural order of things, 
it would be expected that he should occupy a conspicuous position 
on the same committee in the new congress.

Congressman T. M. Bell, of the ninth Georgia district, in an 
interview published elsewhere today, declares that the fight against 
Mr. Brantley is nothing more or less than an attempt to form a 
combination by and between certain members of congress for their 
own advancement. He sees trouble ahead in this effort to “dis- 
cipline” loyal democrats and warns his colleagues that if they pro- 
ceed on the dangerous mission attributed to them they must take 
the consequences. 

Congressman Bell is right and if the democratic members olf 
the new congress are wise, they will take immediate steps to call 
down the 


“disciplinarians” and call off the caucus set for Janu- 


ary 19. 
There is neither reason, justification nor excuse for this caucus. 
As if there were not plenty of trouble ahead in the ordinary course 
of events for the democratic majority, to have a caucus called a 
year in advance of the time usual or necessary is simply a bid to 
hurry trouble and to encourage the dissension and possible disaster 
which might be averted by deliberation. 

lt is high time for the democrats of the next congress to re- 
alize that only a few false steps can paralyze democratic hope for 
success in the next national campaign, and that the impelling mo- 
tive of every democrat in the next house should be the pursuit of 
«i policy that will bring all elements of the party together by a 
spirit of conciliation, harmony and co-operation. 

This is no time to be raking up dead issues to furnish pabulum 
on which the republicans may feed themselves out of the starvation 
pasture into which they have been driven.

Before prescribing for a patient the 
wise physician will make as accurate 
a diagnosis as he can. Before stating 
what the farmers of the middle west 
ean teach the farmers of the south 
about the road to prosperity, it is well 
to investigate the conditions prevailing 
in the west and in the south, and in 
fact, in the whole United States, with 
reference to soil fertility. 

A hundred vears ago the country 
from the Alleghany mountains to the 
prairies was largely an unbroken for- 
est. The same is true of the south. 
Both prairies and forests were stored 
with the ever-accumulating fertility 
of the ages. The forests are gone, 
and from almost every part of the 
forest country. comes up yearly the 
ery for commercial fertilizers. Over 
very much of this country the soil re- 
fuses to grow the larger clovers on 
account of its acidity. The same tis 
true of large sections of the prairie 
country. Not merely has the soil be- 
come acid. refusing to grow clover, 
but in such fertile states as Illinots 
phosphorus has now become the limit- 
ing element, and will in time become 
the limiting element over the entire 
prairie region. The farmer of the 
morthern states has for a hundred 
years been a miner, mining the fertil- 
ity of the soil. as the miner does coal 
end iron. Notwithstanding all that 
has been said about the ability of 
northern farmers, they are as yet for 
the most part miners of the soil; and 
the example of only the minority can 
be cited with advantage to the farm- 
or, in fact, anywhere 
else. 

The conditions of the

I visited quite a number of states in 
the south as well Pacific and 
intermountain states, while acting as a 
member of President Roosevelt's Coun- 
try Life Commission, and was appalled 
at the manifest waste of soll fertility 
as evidenced by the forests which 
the old cotton rows might still be seen. 
and by the hundreds of thousands of 
acres that are apparently given over 
to sedge and trees of various kinds, 
and by the erosion manifest on 
worn-out lands. They seemed to mea 
turn their tear-furrowed faces heaven- 
ward, praying for an owner who knew 
something about good farming. 

The state of affairs is not nearly so 
bad as that in the middle west, nor 
on the black' waxy lands of Texas: but 
the conditions in the prairie states as 
well as on the Pacific coast and in the 
New England states, are far more se- 
Tious than farmers or any except the 
most careful students of agriculture at 
present suppose. 

In short, if the farmer of the twen- 
tieth century is not a far better farm- 
er than he of the nineteenth, the 
United States will very soon be com- 
pelled to import grain from other 
countries. 

The temptation to rob and waste the 
soil, both north and south, has been 
very greatly increased by two pieces 
of legislation. The’ excessively high 
tariffs existing ever since the war 
has induced the young and the enter- 
prising to leave the farm for the city 
and has created a scarcity of labor 
which is now becoming most serious. 
Worse than that, it has rendered 
farming in many places somewhat un- 
popular; so that the phrase “only a 
farmer” has a rather significant and 
sinister meaning.

The experience of farmers in all 
countries is that if this Waste of fer- 
tility is to be arrested, the fertility 
restored and increased, two or three 
things must be done. First, there 
must be a system of rotation. You 
people of the south can no more grow 
cotton year ¢@fter year on the same 
land with profit, than the farmer of 
the middle west can grow corn or 
wheat year after year with profit. 
There must be a rotation of crops. 

Second. In this rotation there must 
be a leguminous crop. In the upper 
Mississippi valley it is clover; in the 
western half of the Missouri valley, 
alfalfa. In the south it must be cow 
peas, soy beans, Japan clover, melilo- 
tus or beggarweed. There must be a 
leguminous crop that can use the ni- 
trogen of the atmosphere as well as 
add vegetable matter to the soil. ; 

Third. The south can learn from 
the better class of farmers in the mid- 
dle west the importance of more thor- 
ough tillage. They must grow _fewer 
‘acres and put more labor on the’ prep- 
aration of the seed bed. Northern 
farmers can plow deep, provided they 
do it in the fall of the year, and allow 
the winter frost and the spring rains 
to fit the freshl¥-upturned surface for 
the growth of crops. Your people 
cannot do that. The first year it might 
be disastrous; but whether by plowing 
or some other method, thorough tillage 
must be secured. With our modern 
implements it is possible to fit the soil 
for four or five inches for crop pro- 
duction without. throwing the raw, 
cold, untamed soil to the surface. It 
is particularly important that you 
should do this. With your shallow 
plowing, with the plow-pan formed 
year after year, your heavy rains re- 
duce the plowed surface to mortar, and 
wash it into the nearest stream. Deep- 
cultivation without bringing the 
cold soil to the surface will enable 
it to hold the moisture, and with 
proper surface cultivation to retain it 
for the use of ydéur crops. 

Again the fafmers of the south must 
sooner or later turn their attention to 
some form of live stock farming. It 
is not likely that they will ever be 
able to furnish a large amount Of beef 
finished for the market according to 
the current world taste. They can 
grow sheep, however.

Turkeys From Texas. 

Turkeys from Texas were served 
Christmas day on thousands of tables 
in New Jersey, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and even in the New England 
states, according to Michael F. Con- 
nor, of San Antonio. 

“Agricultural communities in south- 
west Texas,” said Mr. Conner, “came 
near growing rich this month. Wheth- 
er there is a scarcity of turkeys in the 
north is not known by local commis- 
sion men, but it is a fact that all 
records in the shipping of the big birds 
are being broken this year. About 
1.000 birds a day are leaving Cuero, 
Texas, in the center of the. turkey- 
raising country of the southwest.

In several poul- 
try raising localities plants with the 
latest equipment for handling large 
numbers of poultry have been built. It 
is a known fact that the excellence of 
the Texas product has created its own 
market in the largest cities of the 
north.”

Part of 
Minnesota and Wisconsin were heavily 
hit by the drought ang crops were 
poor; consequently business there wl] 
not be good. A few couhties in Texas 
have had a severe gqrought, but that is 
a small percentage of this state as a 
whole, and the crop of cotton in that 
State has a money value which puts 
the state in a most prosperous condi- 
tion. 

“Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama and Mississippi 
are in good shape and give promise 
of an increased trade. 

“Towa is in unusually good condi- 
tion, with a crop of 300,000,000 bushels 
of corn. 

“Illinois, as a whole, is in Z00Od con- 
dition and gives promise of a healthy 
increase in demand for merchandise. ; 

In Georgia. 

_ “Georgia, North Carolina ang South 
Carolina have had a fatr crop of cot- 
ton—not a good but the prices 
of cotton have made the money value 
of that crop larger than usual. These 
States encourage us to believe that 
they will neeqg more goods and buy 
more for the first half 1911 than 
they did in 1910. 

“In our own state—.Missour!i 
conditions are favorable for an 
crease in business of at 
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per cent—the majority of the reports 
indicating tue latter. 

“In the central west—including 
Colorado, Utah and Idaho—the pros- 
pects are quite as good for business for 
the first half of 1911 as for the corre- 
sponding period of 1910. 

“California ig in better shape, and 
bids fair to demand more goods. The 
prediction is that the business there 
will Increase about 10 per cent. 

“In Nebraska they had a great 
drought; still, the crop was not a bad 
one, considering its money value, and 
the people there have had good crops 
several years previously, so that the 
farmers are in excellent shape finan- 
clally. 

“To sum up the situation as con- 
tained in‘these reports—and which we 
believe to.be accurate and reliable—

Spiritual Ruler

Palestine, 
Correspondence.)—I have just had an 
interview with a lineal descendant of 
Aaron, the brother of Moses. I refer 
to Jacob, the high priest of the Samar- 
iteans. He belongs to the tribe of Levi, 
Who in ancient times were at the head 
of the priesthood, and claims to have 
@ menealogical tree which reaches from 
then unti] now. His family has lived 
here for more than three thousand 
years, and high priest’ has succeede:! 
high priest until this man took the po 
sition at the age of fifteen, his child- 
legs uncie, the high priest, having died 
That was sixty-two years ago, anid 
Jacob has been hig! priest ever since 
He is now almost eighty, and he looks, 
I imagine, as Aaron or Moses may 
have looked in the latter part of their 
lives. Over six feet in height, ue has 
the face and form of a prophet. . His 
long beard falls down upon his ~. esi 
and his scholarly face is frefined ani 
spiritual looking. 

The Oldest of Bible Manuscripts. 

I met Jacob here at Nablous, on the 
site of old Shechem, within a stone: 
throw of the well where Christ talked 

th the Samaritan woman. It is not 

™ from a farm which Abraham owned, 
@id about on the spot where Joshua 


Nablous, 


@athered the tribes of Israel together 


and read them ..e law of Moses. 

Our conversation took place in the 
heart of the city in the synagogue of 
tie Samaritans. I had to go through 
vaulted passageways and cavelike 
etreets to reach it. | had an inter- 
preter with me, and aS we talked to- 
wether the high priest showed me the 
original parchments of the five books 
of Moses as they were written by 
Abou, the son of Ben Hassan, the son 
of BKieasar, who, you remember, was 
one of the two sons of Aaron by Eli- 
sheba, his wife. The high priest tells 
me that these five manuscripts were 
written only twelve years after the 
Israelites came into the Holy Land, and 
that they are now 3,575 years old. 
They are the oldest Bible manuscripts 
in existence. They are written in the 
Hebrew of the times of Moses, upon 
long sheets of parchment about two 
feet in width.. The scrolls are rolled 
upon three rods, each tipped with a 
Silver knob as big as a teacup, and 
they are so arranged that they can be 
rolled and unrolled as they are read. 
The ink is stil] plain, and the letters 
distinct, although the parchment is 
yéllow with age. The manuscript is 
treasured by the Samaritans, being 
kept in a brass case inlaid with gold. 
It is said to have been dug up about 
300 years ago, and it has formed a 
eubject of controveisy among Oriental 
scholars. 
it was written by 
. Aaron, as the high priest here claims; 
but the Jews reject it as false, de- 
nouncing the Samaritans as pagan 
euteasts from the children of Israel. 

‘The Samaritans of 1910. a 

I was surprised to find that there 
were any Samaritans living. I sup- 
posed that they had been swallowed 
up by the Moehammedans and otner 
Syrians who have absorbed everything 
in Palestine excepting the Jews. I find, 
however, that there are about 200 in 
Nablous, and that they 
game religion as they had when Christ 
came. They annually c#jlebrate the 
feaste of the Passover and Pentecost 
,0n Mount Gerbim. These feasts are dif- 
ferent from those of the latter-day 
Jews. At the time of Christ the Feast 
of the Passover was eaten reclining 
and as though at the end of a journey 
rather than at the beginning. 

The Samaritans eat their Passover 
with their shoes bound upon their feet 
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ACROSS THE HOLY LAND BY CARRIAGE. 
Our outfit was a three-horse team and an American dayton. 


and staves in their hands ag though 
ready to start out on their wanderings 
in the wilderness. They do this on the 
top of the mountain, camping in tents. 
They smear the blood of the sacrifice 
upon the tents to commemorate the 
passage of the angel of death over the 
houses of Israel. They dress in white 
garments, 
which are burnt according to the 
methods which were in use when Aaron 
lived. The sacrifice consists of buck 
lambs, each of which is carefully ex- 
amined that it may be without wound 
or blemish. At a given signal the 
throats of the lambs are cut, and at 
the same time some of the blood is 
caughtina tin cup and snreared over the 
tent. As the blood flows the people 
shout out the words, “There is but one 
God,” and they shout this sentence 
again and again. At the same time 
there is a service, beginning with a 
hymn praising Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, and followed by a prayer of 
thanksgiving. 

The meat for the sacrifice igs cooked 
over a fire in the earth. As soon as the 
are killed they are scalded 
and the wood is pulled off. The entrails 
are removed and salted. Then a pole is 
lamb, and it is 
laid on the hot coals of a fire Made in 
a trench. The meat ts then ooveted 
with brush and earth. The people con- 
tinue to pray as it cooks, and Keep on 
praying until the gunset approaches. 
At ten minutes after sunset they begin 
to eat the meat, throwing the 
into the fire without breaking them. 

In my talk with the high priest he 
contended that the Samaritans were 
the only true Israelites, and spoke of 
the prophet Samuel as a sorcerer. 
paid his respects to the Jews in no 
measured tones. He gave me a little 
book he had written concerning the 
religion of the Samaritans and at the 
close was by no means averse to a4 
present of silver fof which he thanked 
me in a Gignified way. After I re-

Over the Hills From Jerusalem. 

It took me just one day to come 
from Jerusalem to Shechem. My out- 
fit was a three-horse team. to which 
an American dayton wagon was har- 
nessed. The horses were good, and 
we drove up hil] and down on the 
trot We started at Jaffa gate, past 
the place of the Skull, where General 
Gordon thought the Savior was cruci- 
fied, and then crossed the valley of 
Kedron. We climbeg Mount Scopus, 
which joins Olivet, and rode under the 
hill on whose top was Mizpah, where 
Samuel was buried and Saul anointed 
King of the Jews. There is a mosque 
on that spot and the place is holy 
to Jews, Christians ang Moslems alike, 
all of whom worship at Samuel's tomb. 
Mizpah lies on a peak about 3,000 feet 
above the Mediterranean, and on one 
of the highest of the Judean moun- 
tains. It is where an army of cru- 
saders stoog under Richard the Lion- 
Hearted and got their first sight of 
Jerusalem. As they looked King 
tichard knelt down and thus prayed: 

“O Lord God, I pray Thee that I 
never may again see Thy Holy City if

of Thy enemies.” 

That prayer was uttered seven cen- 
turies ago. Jerusalem was then owned 
by the Mohammedans, and it is held by

At Jacob’s Well. 

It was at Jacob's well, not far from 
Nablous, that Christ met the Samari- 
tan woman and tojd her of the water 
of which, if one drinketh, he _ shall 
never thirst, but there “shall be in him 
a well of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life.” You will find the story 


in the fourth chapter of St. John. This] 


well is one of the holy sites of Pales- 
tine about which there oan be no 
doubt. The village of Sychar corre- 
sponds to the village of Askar, which 
stands on Mount Ebal, perhaps a thou- 
sand feet away from the well where 
the Samaritan woman lived. The well 
itself lies just below the new carriage 
road from Jerusalem. I went through 
an olive orchard to reach it. It is 
surrounded by &@ wall, and is in the 
heart of a garden now owned by the 
Greek church, which has made it a 
resting place for pilgrims. They have 
built a stone chapel over the well, and 
services are held there several hours 
every day. 

Some of the priests went with 
down the steps to the well. It lies right 
in the floor of the chapel. It is about

Jacob's well has been Known and 
visited by pilgrims for many years. It 
was probably once even with the sur- 
face of the earth, but the debris and 
earth-washings from the mountains 
nearby have filled up the valley, and it 
is now considerably below the country 
abcut. Within the past year excava- 
tions have been made in the garden, 
and the remains of a church which 
wags built over the well some fifteen 
hundred years ago have been discov- 
ered. I found immense granite col- 
umns and also many pieces of the stone 
walls of the church. I persuaded the 
Greek priest who lowered the pie pan 
with the candle upon it into the well to 
come into-the sun and be photographed.

While I wag at the well a party of 
travelers, conducted by one of the 
great tourist agencies, arrived. They 
were Amerioans, doing the Holy Land 
at 60 much per day, and they were 
bound to get the worth of their 
money.

It was 
there that Joshua divided the dand, and 
there the Philistines stole the Ark 
of the Covenant. 

Travel in the Holy Land. 

I am surprised at the caravans which 
are continually crossing these Pales- 
tine mountains. There seems to be a 
great trade north and south, and the 
roads are full of strange characters. 
On my way here I saw crowds of men 
and women on donkeys coming up to 
Jerusalem. Some were from Galilee, 
others from Damascus and not a few 
fro mthe mountains of Lebanon. One 
crowd told us that its people were 
making a pilgrimage to Jerusalem and 
the tomb of Moses. There were many 
women among them . They sat astride 
upon donkeys, some carrying babes in 
their arms. 

We passed inany camels. Some were 
loaded with white building stones 
slung in a network of rope on each 
side their humps. They were taking 
them to Jerusalem Others were rid- 
deh by women and men. I saw one 
which had two velled women clad all 
in black on its back, with two boxes 
below them, each box holding a baby. 

Another party was composed of Sa- 
maritan women on thelr way to a Mos- 
lem festival. The ywere red-haired 
and as straight as royal palm trees. 
They carried their baggage in bundies 
on top of their heads and walked sin- 
gle file. Behing them were women 
from Lebanon walking bDarefotted and 
singing in Arabic. They were tat- 
tooed on lips, chin and cheeks, and 
their heads were frowsy and dusty. 
They wore nothing on ‘the head and 
their bedies were clad in long cotton 
gowns embroidered with red. Only a 
few were good looking, and all seem- 
é€d prematurely old. 

In Old Shechem. 

I am now living in my tents outside 
this old town of Shechem, my camp 
facing Mount Ebal, and above me Ger- 
izim, the holy hill of the Samaritans. It 
is very near the spot where the laws of 
Moses were read by Joshua to the as- 
sembled children of Israel, the country 
being the shape of a great amphi- 
theater, of which the hills form the 
walls. These hiils are, it is said, a 
natural sounding board, so that one 
can talk on one mountain and be heard 
on the other, and for this reason the 
place was chosen for reading the laws. 

The town is one of the oldest in his- 
tory. It was founded tong  0bdefore 
Jerusalem and before Jacob's time. It 
is within about six miles of the city 
of Samaria, where Ahab had his ivory 
palace and where Herod the Great 
owned a royal mansion and entertain- 
ed. so it is said, his lords at his birth- 
day party, while his step-daughter 
Salome came in and danced. You re- 
member the story. Her dancing, which 
| doubt not was that of the nautch 
sirl, so delighted King Herod that he 
told her she should have whatever she 
asked, even to the haif of his king- 
dom. She thereupon, as her mother 
suggested), demanded the head of John 
the Baptist, who was lying in prison 
nearby, and this bloody gift was 
brought in on-.a great plate or charger. 

The old town of Samaria has long 
since fallen to ruin, Its site }3 a mound 
with some broken pillars &nd other 
debris lying near it and an olive or- 
chard not far away in which more of 
the columns are still to be seen. 

As to Shechem, or Nablous; tt 
thrives, and is one of the liveliest 
towns in the Holy Land. It Is the chie¢

JUDGES BAFFLED 


BY WAYWARD GIRLS 


Juvenile Courts Aghast at 


Problem of Delinquent 
Daughters. 


Rheta Childe Dorr, whose articles on 
sociological subjects have attracted 
much attention, writes in the January 
Hampton's Magazine on the subject of 
the wayward girl. 

“Before.the problem of the wayward 
girl,” she says, “the juvenile court 
stands aghast.” 
lem this is, she quotes from the figures 
obtained by Dr. James A. Britton, phy- 
Sician of the Detention Home tin Chi- 
cago. Dr. Britton during 1909 exam- 
ined 3,809 
of vice. 
one in three of 
gious maladies im- 
morality. 

“This state of affairs is not unique,”’ 
Says Mrs. Dorr. “Chicago is the only 
city which has rendered a frank report 
of health conditions. In every city I 
have visited the same report, although 
informal, was given. A new and sin- 
ister interest begins to attach to the 
girl who goes wrong while she is still 
a child. Remember that those girls in 
the report of the Chicago detention 
home were all under 16. Some of them 
were as young as 19. 

“Before the problem of the delin- 
quent boy the juvenile court is confi- 
dent and unafraid. Before the problem 
of the delinquent girl it simply stands 
aghast. All that the judges and pro- 
bation officers have learned about the 
delinquent girl in ten years of experi- 
ence is that she is a greater menace to 
society than they ever imagined, and 
that the old-fashioned theories of re- 
forming her are wrong. 

“When we speak of a ‘delinquent 
boy’ and a ‘delinquent girl’ you muat 
not lose sight of the fact that we mean 
two very different kinds of delinquén- 
cy Very few girls are guilty of theft, 
arson, malicious mischief, disorderly 
conduct, or any of the other offenses 
which seem to tempt boys Girls are 
instinctive respecters of law and order. 
The vast majority of girls brought 
into the juvenile court are arretsed 
for a fault which in a boy's case is not 
punished. 

“Viewed from a standpoint of simple 
justice, this, of coursé6, is grotesquely 
unfair. From the standpoint of cold 
Sense, it is ridiculously inadequate to 
remedy the evil at which it strikes. 
But society has not reached an ethical 
plane where simple justice is entirely 
comprehensible. It has not been edu- 
cated to a point where science is more 
persuasive tNan prejudice and conven- 
tional sex distinctions. 

“Inevitably there will come aq time 
when it will be known that personal 
immorality of the masculine half of the 
world is exactly as much of a social 
danger a the persona] immorality of 
the feminine half. It will be admitted 
that the results are the same that the 
consequences, measured in terms of 
disease, crime, pauperism, illegitimacy, 
insanity, are precisely the same. The 
time has not vet come. Until it does 
come to the juvenile court will struggle 
in vain with its girl probIim. 

“One phase of the problem we may 
solve if we will. The girl problem has 
its roots, not in fact, but in a psycho- 
logical phenomenon, a state of public 
mind.. This state of mind not only ac- 
cepts the double standard of morals as 
final, but it assumes that a =~single 
misstep, or a single period of immoral- 
ity on the part of a-girl thrusts her 
outside the pale of decent society. It 
assumes that the girl is so changed 
by experience that she ostracizes her- 
self. She ceases to be like other girls. 
She is marred for life. Unless she can 
be isolated in some way, she is bound 
to offend again. 

“To dispose of an erring girl by os- 
tracizing her is exactly as dangerous 
as to dispose of typhoid fever germs by 
throwing them into a public reservoir. 
Th@ revenge the outcast girl reaps 
upon society is far more terrible than 
an epidemic of typhoid. Rather than 
allow the physical as well as the moral 
health of the community to be endan- 
gered, we must find means of changing 
the public mind as to the real status 
of the girl who goes wrong. We must 
show society that her condition is by 
no means hopeless, her immorality is 
not necessarily permanent.” 


Government Bonds. 
(From Munsey’s Magazine.) 

The shrinkage in the holdings of 
United States government bonds by 
individuals is amazing, while the cor- 
responding increase in their owner- 
ership by national banks is tremen- 
dous. 

The figures are impressive. In 1898, 
the interest-bearing debt of the 
United States was $847,366,680. Of 
this amount $261,901,200 was held by 
national banks, and the rest by sav- 
ings banks, insurance companies and 
individuals. According to the latest 
statistics, our bonded debt was $913,- 
317,490, of which the national banks 
held no less than $724,874,466, or near- 
ly 80 per cent. There was ieft but 
$188,443,027 in the hands of the pub- 
lic. and part of this is the remain- 
der of the Spanish-American war loan, 
which had a wide distribution from 
motives of patriotism. Government 
issues, save in times of war, have no 
interest for the public.

CENSOR’S HEAD ON CHARGER 
FOR HIS FIGHT ON “SALOME” 


London, December 24.—John the Bap- 
tist’s head is not the only one Salome 
may acquire or her charger. The Eng- 
lish censor’s head may eventually find 
a place there, too, because the produc- 
tion of the sensational Strauss opera 
at the Royal Opera House, Covent 
Garden, this week demonstrated more 
vividly than ever before .what an ab- 
surd institution the censor is. 

For all these years since the first 
production in Germany, England has 
been denied a hearing of “Salome,” be- 
cause the censor thought the libretto 
horrid. It never occurred to anyone 
until the enterprising young Mr. 
Beecham came along that it might be 
possible to get around the offictals by 
juggling with the story. It appeared 
on investigation that the censor had 
been holding up the opera all these 
years because he thought the appear- 
ance in it of John the Baptist would 
be adverse to public morals, notwith- 
standing the fact that the prophet’s 


part in the play is one of much dig rity ! 


and lofty virtue; and secondly, he 
thought the appearance of the proph- 
et’s head on a charger was not nice. 

“Very well,’”’ says the ingenious Mr. 
Beecham, “he shal] not be John the 
Baptist; he shall be referred to merely 
as ‘the prophet.’ ” ; 

“Good,”’ says the censor, “that ade- 
quately protects British morals so far 
as it goes, but what about the head?’ 

“We don’t have any head,’ says Mr. 
Beecham. 

‘Good again,” says the censor, “that 
will be quite nice: you may go ahead 
and produce the opera.” 

Up to the critical point In the final 
dress rehearsal—which was really a 
private performance before a distin- 
guished audience—the plan was that 
the executioner should thrust up from 
the well in which the prophet had been 
beheaded a big and ~horridly* gory 
sword and that. Salome should rap-

The public has risen to “Salome” to 
an extraordinary degree. The entire 
opera house was sold out at double 
prices (e. g., a guinea, which is a little 
over $5 per orchestra stall) within two 
hours after the box office was first 
opened. The queue for the unreserved 
Seats began to form at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, and by the time the doors, 
opened on Thursday evening some 700 
persons were in line. The entire house 
for the second performance was also 
practically sold out immediately at 
double prices. Judging by the musiéal 
critics and by the general views on 
the subject, the interest in the opera 
is by no means a success de scandal, 
but for the most part apparently a 
genuine, if somewhat puzzled, admira- 
tion for the greater part of Strauss’ 
music and forrthe directness and dra- 
matic intensity of the story.

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DISTRICT WORK 


BY CALIFORNIA PRESIDENT. 


IS STRESSED 


The following is an extract from the 
report of Mrs. James B. Hume, presi- 
dent of the California federation: 

“My observation of federation work 
during the past two years has con- 
vinced me that the strength end suc- 
cess of our organization are dependent 
to a far greater extent than we have 
yet realized upon our district presi- 
dents. We have passed the point where 
any amiable, well-disposed woman who 
is willing toassume the responsibilities 
of the position, should be considered 
competent to discharge the duties of 
the district president. That office Is 
second in importance only to the office 
of state president, and an intelligent, 
efficient district president should ac- 
quire such training and experience as 
shall make her a logical candidate for 
the higher office. When each district 
in the state is thoroughly organized, 
with a wide-awake, galvanized district 
chairman in every department, the 
ideal organization will have been 
achieved and it is to the distr presi- 
dents that we must look for at or- 
ganization. The districts are their 
provinces and eternal vigilance’ the 
watchword. 

‘In districts as large as those in the 
California federation, it may not be 
possible for the district presidents to 
be always in close touch with each in- 
dividual club in her district, but every 
district president should acquaint her- 
self with her chairmen, she _ should 
know whether they are prompt in their 
replies to the state chairman and 
should know whether they are active 
in presenting the suggestions of the 
latter to the clubs in her district, and 
if, as sometimes occurs, a district presi- 
dent has been unfortunate in an ap- 
pointment, I belleve she should seek 
to correct it as soon as she is convinc- 
ed that a mistake has been made and 
should not sacrifice the work’ of a de- 
partment for an entire year to the sen- 


sibilities of an indolent and indiffer- 
én chairman. I have written thus forci- 
bly upon this branch of our organiza- 
tion, because I fully believe that the 
unfit among our district chairmen con- 
Stitute the source of our greatest 
weakness, and that the one thing most 
needed in our state organization is a 
corps of district presidents who shal] 
realize the responsibility resting upon 
them, and enter upon the discharge 
of their duties with tact, firmness and 
discrimination.” 


Duties of District Presidents. 
(Taken From California Year Book.) 


The duties of a district president are 
follows:

The inseparable nature of history 
and literature, and therefore the close 
Telation which exists between the 
work of the two organizations, “the 
UL. D. C. and the Uncle Remus Memo- 
rial Association, was beautifully illus- 
trated at the late presentation of The 
Mikado, s@ren for the benefit of the 
Uncle Remus Memorial Association, by 
the presence there, in a body, of the 
officers and prominent members of the 
Julia Jackson chapter C. of G, the 
children’s auxiliary of the U. D. C. 
Both organizations are seeking to per- 
petuate the memories .of the old 
south; the one in its soldfers and 
statesmen, leaders in the arts of war 
and civil government; the other in its 
literary genius, which inspires and. re- 
cords in eloquent and undying words 
all that is best in southern civiliza- 
on. 

Let us, by all means, set apart a day 
to be observed in all our schools, ag 
an Uncle Remus day whioh shall be 
devoted to the study of the writings 
of that gentle and lovable recorder of 
the sayings and doings of Bre’r Rabbit 
and his interesting animal friends; but 
let the movement not stop here, let us 
turn earnestly to the study of all our 
southern writers, and learn how rich 
in genuine poetry, and how valuable 
in historic love is this literary field, 
so long unknown to southerners them- 
selves. 

Historians tell us that the real his- 
tory of a people is to be found in so- 
cial conditions; and in the great moral 
and spiritual] movemeftts and revivals 
which have produced these conditions, 
and these are best portrayed by the 
poets, and the writers of fiction. Some 
knowledge of the works of William 
Gilmore Simms, of Augustus Baldwin 
Longstreet, of John _ Pendleton Ken- 
nedy, would give a far better idea of 
southern conditions in colonial ana 
revolutionary times than any history 
could do, while the passionate and 
patriotic devotion to the south, which 
its war lyrics breathe, show, as nothi- 
ing else could do, with what mental 
attitude the southern people faced that 
crucial struggle for constitutional 
rights. Every nook and corner of 
New England history and literature, 
has been thoroughly exploited by the 
New England people, and the works 
of Longfellow, Bryant, Whittier and 
the rest, are studied in all our ‘schools.
